EPA hearing 
allows citizens 
to protest

On Wednesday, June 13th, the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) and the Michigan 
Department of Environmental 
Quality (MDEQ) hosted an infor¬ 
mational meeting at Romulus 
High School to address Romulus 
resident’s concerns about two 
hazardous waste injection wells 
slated to begin construction by 
the Environmental Disposal Sys¬ 
tems (EDS) in July. 

Mayor Bill Oakley invited the 
panel, made up of 3 EPA haz¬ 
ardous waste injection well spe¬ 
cialists and one MDEQ represen¬ 
tative, to address the community. 

Valerie Jones, U.S. EPA Re¬ 
gion 5 Underground Injection 
Control Branch Chief stated, 
“The reason we’re here is be¬ 
cause we want to explain what 
process the U.S. EPA requires be¬ 
fore allowing waste to be inject¬ 
ed.” 

Many attendees were con¬ 
fused about the number of wells 
actually slated to go ia The pan¬ 
el clarified the number to be 2 
hazardous waste injection wells 
by EDS, and one proposed brine 
(salt water) well by Sun Pipeline. 

Harlan Gerrish, a geologist 
from the EPA, said that EDS 
would be building two wells be¬ 
cause, “If things go wrong me¬ 
chanically with one well then 
there is another well to fall back 
upon.” 

About 60 citizens and commu¬ 
nity leaders showed up to ex¬ 
press opposition to the wells, 
headed by Taylor Mayor Greg 
Pitoniak, who pleaded with the

board to look at the overall im¬ 
pact to the surrounding commu¬ 
nity. He said, “There is no level 
of risk worth taking” 

Michigan State Representa¬ 
tive Ray Basham, who represents 
Romulus and Taylor, addressed 
the panel with questions about 
the safety of the EDS hazardous 
waste injection wells, especially 
since they are going in so close to 
the Sun Pipeline Brine injection 
well to be built in the future. 

“These two wells are Vz mile 
from each other. Is there a possi¬ 
bility that the waste from these 2 
wells could intermingle and what 
would be the effects?” he asked. 

About EDS’s two new haz¬ 
ardous deep wells, and Sun Oil’s 
pipeline deep well, Romulus 
Councilwoman Debbie Romak 


Workers lose jobs, 
express unhappiness

On June 1st the Lear Corpora¬ 
tion announced that it would be 
laying off approximately 175 
workers and closing its Romulus 
2 plant 

Romulus 2 has been open for 
14 years, manufacturing seats for 
the Ford Windstar and the Mer¬ 
cury Cougar. It is now moving it’s 
operations to another plant in 
Windsor, Ontario, taking only 45 
people from the Romulus 2 plant, 
all of them having at least 13 
years seniority. 

Lay-offs for the rest of the 175 
workers begin in August of this 
year and the move to Windsor 
will be completed by the end of 
the plant’s contract in 2002. 

Bill Thomas, Chairman of the 
Plant, says the workers are dissat¬ 
isfied with the way the lay-offs 
were handled. It was known that 
the contract was scheduled to end 
in July of next year and they had 
asked plant managers if they 
would be able to keep their jobs. 

They were not able to get any 
answers until June 1st, two 
months before the lay-offs. Also, 
according to Thomas, the workers 
never got an explanation as to 
why the production lines were be¬ 
ing moved. 

Those scheduled to be laid-off 


could try to transfer to either the 
Windsor plant or a Rochester 
plant if they’d be willing to go 
through an interview process. If 
hired, however, they would lose 
all of their seniority. 

Another plant owned by Lear, 
Romulus 1, offered to hire 10 peo¬ 
ple based on an interview and se¬ 
niority for a few weeks of tempo¬ 
rary work. 

According to Don Turner, 
Union Steward, “We just found 
out that the Romulus 1 positions 
aren’t permanent. They aren’t 
keeping any of the workers from 
Romulus 2.” This was revealed 13 
days after the announcement of 
the plant closing and after some 
had hoped to continue working at 
Romulus 1. 

Now, most of them don’t know 
where and when they will find 
work after the closing of the 
plant 

Some of the those losing their 
jobs have at least 10 years with 
the Romulus 2 plant and will not 
be offered any kind of compensa¬ 
tion. “They get to pick and choose 
who they want to keep,” says 
Thomas of both the Rochester 
and Windsor plants. 

The contract for the Romulus 1 
plant is scheduled to end in 2007. 
It is not known if that plant will 
remain open or share the fate of 
Romulus 2. 


said, “Romulus is already a bur¬ 
dened community. Our risk and 
rates of cancer are higher than 
other communities.” 

She continued, “We’re just go¬ 
ing through the motions. People 
have never been a part of the de¬ 
cision making process.” 

Romulus Mayor Bill Oakley 
said, “I’ve always thought of the 
EPA and the MDEQ as protec¬ 
tors. Your first responsibility is to 
protect the people of the U.S.” 

Romulus Councilman, Bill 
Wadsworth voiced his opposition 
to the well since he voted against 
it in 1990. “I have hope, but I 
have a sickening feeling that it is 
going to go through. However, I 
will continue to fight against it” 

Citizens attending the meeting 
expressed a lack of belief that 
their efforts could stop the well. 
Some were even crying 

“We are considering relocating 
from Taylor and we are going to 
be very careful whom we vote 
for,” said Dena Mack who attend¬ 
ed the meeting with her 8-year- 
old stepdaughter Ciera. She 
added, “The people who can af¬ 
ford it will move out” 

The panel hoped to calm the 
official’s and the audience’s 
fears. Mr. Gerrish said that the 
Land Ban Program of the Conser¬ 
vation and Recovery Act passed 
by Congress in 1984 ruled that 
waste is not allowed to be placed 
where it cannot be stored safely 
for 10,000 years without contami¬ 
nating the water supply 

He explained, “We’re not here 
to protect corporate greed. If a 
simulation shows the waste will 
reach a source of drinking water 
then we will deny the well.” He 
added that EDS had to submit a 
“no migration demonstration” 
showing that water supplies 
would be safe, and that all simu¬ 
lations submitted by EDS showed 
this. 

Steve Roy, doctorate in under¬ 
ground technology, said that EDS 
would be required to fulfill 3 re¬ 
quirements to be approved. They 


have to prove that the fluids 
placed in the well will not inter¬ 
act with ground water or other in-

appropriate sources, that they 
have the appropriate testing de¬ 
vices, and lastly, that they will 
provide continuous monitoring of 
injection tubing and casing mate¬ 
rials. 

Roy commented, ‘They (EDS) 
do elaborate testing ahead of 
time. They don’t want the well to 
mess up anymore than you want 
it to mess up. If it (the well) ful¬ 
fills the legal requirements, we 
do not have the ability to deny it” 
He continued, “I firmly be¬ 
lieve that this technology will 
safely encase the waste in the 
ground.” However, Roy acknowl¬ 
edged that there are some prob¬ 
lems with the waste before it 
reaches the deep well contain¬ 
ment area. “There are issues 
with what happens before it gets 
in the ground, but that deals with 
other agencies,” he said. 

Many felt that the EPA wasn’t 
taking the effects on the people 
into consideration, a point that 
was confirmed by Valerie Jones 
who said, “The only way popula¬ 
tion can be taken into considera¬ 
tion is to prove environmental 
discrimination. 

However, the office of Civil 
Rights at the EPA headquarters 
hasn’t ruled on this yet” Jones 
said that the EDS wells would be 
allowed to move forward, “Un¬ 
less there is an emergency court 
injunction ordering them to stop. 
It continues on unless they break 
the law, and they haven’t at this 
point” 


Torrence brothers 
convicted in liquor 
store robbery 


Two Romulus brothers have 
been found not guilty of armed 
robbery following a trial in Wayne 
County Circuit Court. David 
Torrence, 19, and Antoine 
Torrence, 17, had been charged 
with assault with intent to rob 
armed and assault with intent to 
do great bodily harm following an 
incident at a Romulus liquor 
store on Eureka Road in October 

The two were convicted of a 
lesser charge- assault with intent 
to rob unarmed. 

Inkster attorney, Steven 
Bullock, who represented David 
Torrence, indicated that “this 
case is another example of a gross 
overcharge by the Wayne County 
Prosecutor” 

Sentencing is scheduled for 
June 27. Bullock hopes the judge 
will order probatioa If convicted 
of the armed robbery charge, both 
brothers would have faced life in

Smash-and-grab burglar escapes with cigarettes 


A man escaped a gas station 
with boxes of cigarettes. 

The burglar, a medium-to- 
small-built blond white man, who 
wore a tan or olive colored field 
jacket with a hood, broke into the 
Middlebelt Sunoco in Westland 
on a recent morning. 

A security tape shows the man 
breaking in through a two-square- 
foot square hole in the wall at 
2:55 am. 

A large stone on the station’s 


floor below the hole indicates that 
the burglar used the stone to bust 
the wall panel. 

The tape shows the burglar 
grabbing all of the cigarettes that 
he could from a display rack. 

But one minute later, his move¬ 
ments set off a motion sensor in¬ 
side the station. 

The alarm alerted police, who 
quickly responded. It also alerted 
the burglar, who fled through the 
hole and to a vehicle that was 


parked north of the building. 

When an officer responded, he 
searched the station. It was emp¬ 
ty 

The officer noted that ciga¬ 
rettes were scattered on the sta¬ 
tion’s floor 

A police dispatcher contacted 
a Sunoco representative, who was 
summoned to the scene of the 
crime. He arrived at 4 a.m. And 
handed over the surveillance 
tape to the police officer. 


The representation hung 
around to patch up the hole and 
make other repairs to secure the 
station from another break-in. 

Since the representative didn’t 
recognize the burglar, there are 
no suspects.

Cheerleader’s father angers school 
when he stops yearbook distribution 


I’d like to tell you a little story about a 
parent being so involved in his daughter’s 
extra-curricular activity, that he disrupted 
an entire school and sent the teacher ad¬ 
visor scurrying for his resignation papers. 

This didn’t happen in Western Wayne, 
thank God. Many of our school districts 
suffer from the opposite dilemma — too 
little involvement in our kids’ affairs. This 
happened where many wacky events are 
taking place—Florida. 

The true story goes like this. The year¬ 
book staff at Satellite High School put the 
caption of captain under the wrong cheer¬ 
leader in a posed picture of the cheer¬ 
leaders. The mistake could not be correct¬ 
ed, because the yearbook had already 
been printed and was to be distributed 
within a week of discovering the mistake. 

Now remember, these are students pro¬ 
ducing the yearbook, not professionals. I 
consider myself a professional and can 
not tell you how many typographical mis¬ 
takes appear in an issue of our newspa¬ 
per — dozens I’m sure. If this student 
yearbook staff managed to make only one 
mistake, they ought to be applauded. 

Father of the cheerleading captain, 
Keith Williams, who also happens to be a 
lawyer, thought otherwise. He demanded 
that the mistake be corrected. When 
school officials refused, he filed an in¬ 
junction to stop the distribution of the 
yearbook. 

Before the court could say yea or nay, 
school officials purchased stickers and 
began placing them in the yearbook with 
Williams’ daughters name, and the sec¬ 
ond word, Captain. The principal, assis¬ 
tant principal, teachers and the yearbook 


staff 

worked fu¬ 
riously to 
appease 
the wound¬ 
ed parent. 

It took 
hours to 
complete 
the task. 

The yearbooks eventually got out, but 
advisor, Mark Schledom, resigned. Schle- 
dom was loved by his students and had 
been honored with numerous awards, as 
his classes produced one of the best year¬ 
books and newspapers, not only in Flori¬ 
da, but the nation. He had been an advi¬ 
sor at Satellite for not one, not five, but 
eleven years. 

But, rightfully so, Schledorn told 
Williams he didn’t need the grief. Schle¬ 
dom works for free and can ply his trade 
at any school he chooses. 

As a silent protest many students, upon 
receiving their yearbooks, simply ripped 
the altered page out of their yearbook. 
Most could not understand how one indi¬ 
vidual could do so much damage. 

So in the end, the active parent, man¬ 
aged to anger an entire school, force a 
teacher to resign, and probably alienated 
his embarrassed daughter to no end. Ad¬ 
ditionally he wasted the time and money 
of school administrators, teachers and an 
overburdened justice system. 

Next year, as yearbook sponsors all 
over the country begin to pick their edi¬ 
tors, photographers, and writers, it might 
do them well to pick a staff lawyer What 
has this world come to? 



Is fungible a naughty word? 


Granted it’s not a word that of¬ 
ten comes up in every day conver¬ 
sation, but this writer has been us¬ 
ing it for over five decades. Yet, 
when I consulted my dictionary 
(Webster’s New World Dictionary 
and Thesaurus - 1996 by Simon & 
Schuster) for an exact definition, 
it was not there. 

That is a significant omission. 
The word should be a part of 
every person’s vocabulary for it is 
the key to understanding the 
scams being perpetrated by gov¬ 
ernment at every level and even 
some well respected charities and 
other organizations. (On further 
reflection, maybe that’s why it has 
been dropped from some dictio¬ 
naries.) 

Often, an example is more use¬ 
ful than a definitioa If you and I 
each pour one glass of water into 
a pitcher, we now have the com¬ 
bined volume of each of our con¬ 
tributions in the pitcher Is it now 
possible for either of us to retrieve 
the same water we poured into 
the pitcher? Of course not While 
we could get back the same 
amount of water, it will not be the 
same water originally put into the 
pitcher. It will be a mixture of the 
two. That is because water is “fun¬ 
gible.” It loses its unique identity 



when combined with other quan¬ 
tities of water 


So it is with money. When gov¬ 
ernment collects various taxes 
and throws the money into one big 
“pitcher” called the general fund, 
can it say which of its numerous 
expenditures came from a partic¬ 
ular type of tax? No. No more 
than you can say you got the same 
water back from the pitcher that 
you put in. 

Yet the federal government 
pretends it can identify how mon¬ 
ey collected from Social Security 
taxes, (which goes into the general 
fund) is spent. (The so-called 
“trust” fund is nothing but a book¬ 
keeping entry with IOU’s in it) 

The Michigan Education Rind 
is a combination of general fund 
money, sales taxes, lottery money 
and the new state property tax. 
Who can say which taxes are sup¬ 
porting which programs? 

The United Way charities (na¬ 


tional in scope) receive and dis¬ 
tribute donations on a regional ba¬ 
sis. They tell donors they can “des¬ 
ignate” which charity they want to 
receive their donation. But the 
distribution to the various chari¬ 
ties is based on “budgets” devel¬ 
oped independently from “desig¬ 
nated” contributions. Since so few 
donors name a particular charity, 
the designations are meaningless. 

The latest example of the “fun- 
gibility” hypocrisy is a proposal by 
two Michigan State Representa¬ 
tives that would allow the City of 
Romulus to apply a tax of $.05 per 
gallon on hazardous liquid waste 
injected into a mile-deep well in 
the city. 

The city has been fighting ap¬ 
proval of the well by state and fed¬ 
eral authorities (which appears 
imminent) and has spent over $1 
million for fees to attorneys who 
told the city it would lose. Of 
course the legislation would pro¬ 
hibit the city from using the taxes 
collected from the well owners to 
support lawsuits against the well 
owners. That money would have 
to come from “other” general fund 
revenue! 

Evidently “fungible” is a dirty 
word, at least to some in the gov¬ 
ernment

Pancakes played a huge part in 
my first Downriver story assign¬ 
ment 

Shortly after I started working 
for MCN, fresh from Oakland 
County, I received, a call from a la¬ 
dy who kept a shrine somewhere 
south of Taylor. 

“We have been blessed with 
many miracles,” the lady said. “Vi¬ 
sions of Jesus are appearing 
here.” 

Just then the country had been 
going through a short phase when 
the nightly network news pro¬ 
grams were featuring pilgrimages 
to places where shadows of Jesus 
and bleeding statues of the 
Madonna had been seea 

Why not get in on the buzz, I 
thought and headed Downriver to 
the' Shrine on a dazzling summer 
afternoon. 

Surprisingly, the little shrine, a 
old one-story building, was 
packed with women who came to 
pray by vigil light in a small 
chapel-gift shop or to give offer¬ 
ings to the lady who ran it 

The lady, who was in her seven¬ 
ties and tiny, greeted me dressed 
like a nun, her thin arms lost in 
the habit’s sleeves. Speaking in a 
thick Polish accent, she called 
herself Sister Marie, even though 
she hadn’t been ordained. Yet she 
talked of performing miracles and 
receiving a letter from the Pope, 
whom she expected to pop into 
the shrine any day. 

I know this sounds nutty, but 
most of the pilgrims were believ¬ 
ers in the Sister’s powers. Many of 
them, who believed in the potency 
of Sister Marie’s prayers, came to 
ask for a prayer or a cure. ) 

“My cancer went away after 
she prayed for me,” said one 
woman I saw hand the Sister a 
$1,200 check 

Others left food, clothes, furni¬ 
ture, or large appliances at the 
serine. Some lolled about her 
yard, checking out the tree trunks 
for visions. An image of Jesus had 
last been seen atop a thick oak.

I am amazed every time I 
speak to parents who complain 
about the level of education our 
children receive as students in 
the Wayne-Westland School Dis¬ 
trict With the political turmoil 
our city has been through over 
the last year with the recent re¬ 
call, and the most recent presi¬ 
dential election, one would think 
that our citizens should under¬ 
stand the importance of voting. 
Every vote counts! 

Yet voter turnout was scant in 
comparison to the registered vot¬ 
ers for the cities of both Wayne 
and Westland. To those who vot¬ 
ed, I say thank you. To those who 
did not, I say shame on YOU! 

I attended the most recent 
Wayne-Westland Board of Educa¬ 
tion meeting. I sat and listened to 
the presentations regarding the 
purchase of new math materials 
and curriculum that have been 
revised to reflect the state stan¬ 
dards. The estimated cost to our 
district is $600,000; and Sam Bar- 
resi, assistant superintendent for 
instruction, said, "The aim is to 
encourage critical thinking” and 
"MEAP scores are expected to 
improve.” 

Part of the presentation in¬ 
cluded the fact that many teach¬ 
ers are excited about doing sum¬ 
mer in-service to learn how to 
use and teach these materials to 
students when school begins in 
the fall. To those teachers willing 
to spend part of their summer va¬ 
cation doing that I applaud your 
dedication to our children. 

However, I recall reading in 
the Detroit News a few weeks 
back that the state funding for 
summer school would be extend¬ 
ed for this year. At the time, I 
read it I wondered why parents 
are required to pay up to $170 
per class to send their child to 
summer school. Now I am won¬ 
dering if this state funding of 
summer school is being used for 
teacher in-service summer pro¬ 
grams rather than students who 
need to attend summer school 
classes. 

Another important thought, to 
me at least, is looking back on the 
uncountable times I have heard 
the school board members, prin¬ 
cipals and teachers make state¬ 
ments that parents need to help 
their children with homework. I 
agree, if they are able to. 

However, one must ask them¬ 
selves two questions. First, if our 
teachers are already educated 
and state certified, how difficult 
is the new material? And second, 
how many parents have the edu¬ 
cational background to help their 
children with homework that 
even the teachers must attend 
classes to learn? I have a college 
degree and my child’s knowledge 
surpasses my own in math. Yet I 
am expected to help him? I per¬ 
sonally find that quite bizarre. 

The Detroit News and Stan¬ 
dard and Poor rated Wayne-West¬ 
land School District poorly, in my 
opinion. I would hope that other 
parents with children in our dis¬ 
trict take the information com¬ 
piled to heart and pay attention 
in the future. 

I have had several concerns 
and complaints with Wayne-West¬ 
land since the 1998-1999 school 
year that have not been ad¬ 
dressed by the district Some of 


which, I believe, go right to the 
core of our M.E.A.P tests and 
scores. 

Time and time again I have 
brought up the use of inadequate 
teaching materials used by one 
specific teacher who taught my 
son in four of his sixth-grade 
classes. Many of these materials 
were geared for early elementary 
students (first and second grade) 
and most, if not all, grammar dit¬ 
tos clearly say "grade five gram¬ 
mar.” She continued to use them 
and was not held accountable for 
her lack of teaching curriculum 
the state required for a sixth- 
grade education. Why? 

I was rather irritated when my 
child brought home a summer 
program packet titled "Sail to 
Seventh” that, on page one, un¬ 
derlined and in all caps states: "It 
is very important that materials 
are completed over the course of 
the summer ... to comply with 
state program guidelines.” This 
book focuses on areas for the sev¬ 
enth-grade MEAP tests. 

At the time, I called the Michi¬ 
gan Department of Education to 
inquire about the packet and the 
reference to the "state program 
guidelines.” The woman I spoke 
to knew nothing about the book¬ 
let or the guidelines it made ref¬ 
erence to. I found page one to be 
misleading to parents and I have 
since questioned the real pur¬ 
pose of these booklets. 

I brought this up at the board 
of education meeting and I found 
Cindy Schofield's response to my 
inquiry insulting to every parent 
I believe most parents encourage 
their children to read books and 
do more than "watch TV, play 
video games or ride their bikes” 
over the summer. 

It is my opinion and belief that 
these summer packets were de¬ 
signed by the district to indicate 
areas that should be focused on 
to improve student MEAP scores 
the following year. It should be 
no surprise to see the informa¬ 
tion in the Detroit News articles 
on MEAP cheating. 

Perhaps it isn’t cheating at all. 
Perhaps it is the fact that two or 
three weeks prior to taking the 
MEAP tests our children are 
taught how to take it, advised of 
what is expected and essentially 
crammed with MEAP Thus tak¬ 
ing away from the regular cur¬ 
riculum and forcing them to re¬ 


member specific things. 

Mr. Barresi said at the board of 
education meeting "kids have to 
be able to think and solve prob¬ 
lems.” If we are suppose to be 
teaching critical thinking skills to 
our children, and we trust that 
they’re getting that on a daily ba¬ 
sis in the classroom and at home, 
then there should be no need for 
the MEAP cramming prior to 
MEAP testing. 

In reading the many articles 
on the suspected MEAP cheating 
districts it was said cheating is 
suspected due to similar an¬ 
swers. Examples are: L’Anse 
Creuse School District, officials 
said they found irregularities in 
23 student responses to two ques¬ 
tions on a social studies test Six 
fifth-graders at Pinewood Ele¬ 
mentary in Warren Woods came 
under suspicion because of simi¬ 
lar responses on a MEAP writing 
test It was said that all six stu¬ 
dents were teamed in a group 
pre-writing exercise before they 
took the test 

If educators are confident that 
they are teaching the appropriate 
curriculum required by the state, 
and the skills necessary for our 
children to be successful, then 
why are they so compelled, 
statewide, to push our children 
toward preparing for MEAP test¬ 
ing a few weeks prior to taking 
the MEAP tests? 

Personally, it makes me won¬ 
der if perhaps the future school 
funding from the state will be 
linked solely to MEAP results. 
Which is yet another reason why 
I still question the continued em¬ 
ployment in this school district of 
a teacher who has, and probably 
still continues to use, inadequate 
teaching materials to educate our 
children. 

I believe our board of educa¬ 
tion and our superintendent 
must take their own responsibili¬ 
ty to ensure that we indeed have 
the best staff and materials for 
our students. While I believe that 
the majority of teachers in our 
district are outstanding, I believe 
there is a rotten apple award due 
one teacher for many reasons. 

I would like to reiterate what I 
was saying at the board of educa¬ 
tion meeting when Mr. 
Eisiminger so rudely said "cut 
her off, cut her off.” I still have 
my boxes of materials and docu¬ 
mentation that validate my com- 
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Kimberly L. Cook oUWestland and 
Timothy E. Snyder also of Westland, 
was wed on June 1, 2001 at St.

Kimberly graduated from John 
Glenn High School in 1990 and is 
employed at Wheat & Rye.

Section 3. Severability. Should any word, sentence, phrase or any

A drive m Washington 

(JAW joins Ford in duel against Firestone 


“We’re going to be there. 500 of 
us are going to be at the Wayne As¬ 
sembly Plant Monday, around 5 
a.m., and we’re driving some 500 
Explorers to Washington in sup¬ 
port of the vehicles and of Ford 
Motor Company 

“We help make those vehicles 
and they are safe to drive,” said 
the caller “Why don’t you come 
down at 5 a.m. and see us take 
off.” 

And sure enough, at 5 a.m. 
Monday, an estimated 500 mem¬ 
bers of the United Auto Workers 
got into a vehicles at the Michigan 
Truck Plant on Michigan Avenue 
in Wayne and started their en¬ 
gines, and they headed for the I- 


275 Expressway and the Ohio 
Turnpike, with their final destina¬ 
tion - Washington D.C. 

According to the UAW repre¬ 
sentatives, they are traveling to 
the nation’s capital to unite with 
their “brothers and sisters” from 
across America for a rally on 
Tuesday in support of the Explor¬ 
er, a vehicle manufactured at the 
St Louis, Missouri, and Louisville, 
Kentucky Ford facilities. 

The Explorer has been tied to 
more than 150 fatalities and hun¬ 
dreds of auto accidents. Ford offi¬ 
cials have pointed to the Fire¬ 
stone tires as the cause for the ac¬ 
cidents, while Firestone reported¬ 
ly has conducted tests that offer a 


different story: the Explorer, Fire¬ 
stone states, is the culprit and not 
the tire manufacturer 

Firestone and Ford Motor 
Company have had a 100-year 
business relationship whereby 
Fbrd vehicles were equipped with 
only Firestone tires. That business 
marriage ended earlier this spring 
when Ford officials announced 
that they would seek tires from al¬ 
ternative tire manufacturers.
